A 
S t r o n g 
L ig h t h o u s e .—A structure 
which is expected to be the finest and 
strongest lighthouse in the world is now 
being shipped from the Morris & Tasker 
iron works in Philadelphia. . It is to be 
erected in 
Chesapeake 
Bay, off Cape 
Henry. 
For eighteen months forty men 
have been at work on it constantly. 
From 
the base to the top it measures 155 feet, 
with a diameter at the base of 30 feet and 
at the top of 16 feet. There arc six stories, 
above which are the service-room, watch- 
room, lantem-room, and finally the roof. 
Its total weight is 1,700,000 pounds, 7,000 
pounds of bolts alone beiDg used to put 
it together. 
The exterior, which is octa­ 
gonal in shape, is constructed of cast-iron, 
while the cylindrical interior is of sheet- 
iron. 
The castings of the base and first 
story are two inches in thickness, and 
the sheet-iron lining is three-eights of an 
inch. 
The staircase, which has ISO stepp, 
goes around the cylinder instead of up a 
shaft, as in the light houses now in exist­ 
ence. 
The “ light-room” is a circular 
steel irame 12 feet in diameter and 9 feet 
high. 
The glass to be used is now being 
manufactured in France, and a light oí 
great power will be adopted.

Liebig long ago pointed out 
that two-thirds of the mineral elements— 
including the gluten and phosphate cells—- 
were removed by milling. 
He predicted 
disaster to the human race for demanding 
an article of flour that should make up 
into white bread—the dark-colored bread 
be-ing due to the retention of the gluten 
cells in their normal proportions. 
Ma- 
gendie fed dogs on flour. 
They all died in 
forty days. 
He fed others on wheat, and 
they thrived, etc. 
Now flour is largely 
made up of the parenchymatous starch of 
the wheat. 
In being made white it loses 
three-fourths of peripheral mineral elements 
that our Creator intended man should get 
when wheat was eaten. 
In other words, 
three-fourths of the nerve food is w ith­ 
drawn from the most prominent article cf 
diet used 
by 
married 
couples 
who 
seek 
divorce. 
W e 
do 
Eot 
wish 
to 
diatribe, but we would respectfully say 
to Dr. Allen that if he could indnce the 
married to give themselves the phosphorus 
and the nerve food intended for wheat eat­ 
ers, that their nerve centers would be bet­ 
ter nourished and ftd. 
In this case, they 
would perform their life duties better and 
be less sensitive to outside influences. 
As 
a huDgry man is more impressible (may we 
call it nervous? look for example at a 
hungry company waiting for a delayed 
dinner) than a m m well fed, so nerve fed 
couples could bear with and put up w ith 
the disagreeabilities of life. 
Their temper 
would be better as their health would bo 
better. 
Reproduction would bo less an 
abnormal and more of a physiological pro­ 
cess. 
The mother's nerve centers, well fed 
and sustained, would delight in the agree­ 
able music of the voices and feet of chil­ 
dren. 
We would have more Cornelias. 
The function of lactation would be well 
performed, the children have a better start 
in 
the world, and life 
be much less 
a burden to the attendants. 
As 
the 
dairymen feed for milk, so may physi­ 
cians feed. 
For example, a few years 
ago a Boston lady married and went to 
Maine to live. 
Her age was twenty-eight 
yeara, and her weight 98 pounds. 
After a 
time she was delivered of twins sons. 
A 
strong desire was expressed to have the 
function of lactation, so that their support 
should be derived from the mother alone. 
She was placed on the dairyman’s plan 
and carried it out. 
A fter six months— 
the twins had lived on their mother alone 
—one weighed 17 and the other IS pounds, 
while the mother had gained 10 pounds in 
weight. 
There are no signs of divorce in 
this family, and the twins are perpetual 
sources of delight all around. 
As a physi­ 
cian, I believe that more people are gen­ 
erally cross, peevish, irritable, ugly, mo­ 
rose, unfeeling, revengeful, 
because of 
hungry nerves than is usually believed to 
be the case.

GLADSTONE ON AFGHANISTAN.1 
At the international dinner the other 
day Mr. Gladstone mado a speech, in the 
course of which he is reported as having 
said, speaking of Afghanistan, that “ it 
“ was an error to break up that united 
“ and independent kingdom.” It is quite 
possible that the Premier has been incor­ 
rectly reported, but it is difficult to under­ 
stand how he could have spoken of 
Afghanistan as a “ united and independ- 
“ ent kingdom.” It may be doubted 
whether any Asiatic country has been 
more chronically cursed by internal dissen- 
tians and civil wars than Afghanistan. 
Its history for centuries has been one of 
intrigue, cousp.racy, rebellion, assassina- 
ti >n, imprisonment, treachery and an­ 
archy. It has leen divided into hostile sec­ 
tions under a succession of tribal or other 
chiefs. There has scarcely ever been a 
period ot iivo years without some attempt 
on the regnant Amir, when any one 
prince controlled the entire country. 
One of the main obstacles to stable 
alliances with it has always been the dif­ 
ficulty of foretelling how long the prince 
with whom a treaty was made would be 
recogniz-d by bis subjects. In short, a 
less united or independent country- it 
would be very difficult to discover, and 
therefore it is hard to comprehend the 
meaning of Mr. Gladstone's reference to it. 
MORE TR00P8 FOR AFRICA. 
It is intimated that fifty thousand more 
French troops are about to be sent to 
Africa. Tnis would seem to indicate that 
the holiday parade hypothesis has indeed 
broken down, and that the forecasts of the 
unfriendly neighbors of Prance are in a 
fair way to be fulfilled. They said that 
the Tunis expedition would prove a pitfall 
into which l’rance » ould pour her armies 
until she had weakened her defensive force 
and exhausted her finances. Already oc­ 
cupation has been found for a hundred 
thousand men, and yet very little has been 
accomplished. Tne Moslem races are all 
in a flame, and cannot be stamped ont. 
It is not now the mythical Krournirs who 
are in question, but tribes, and races of 
ubiquitous Arabs who inflict a great deal 
of damage in a very short time, and then 
vanish, and who cannot be pursued 
through their native desert*. The Saltan 
is, inorever, undoubtedly "getting his 
“ work in,” to use an expressive slang 
phrase. He is quietly propagating the 
idea that the French are the special foes of 
Islam, and the fanatical Moslems are quite 
ready for a bojy war. Altogether the 
French situation is not reassuring, and if 
presently some European complication 
should arise, it might liW me dangerous. 
And this is what the enera;ei pf France no 
doubt hope for, 


I a our issue of last Saturday we pub­ 
lished a table showing the amount of rain­ 
fall, by months, years and seasons, from 
1S49 to 1SS0 SI inclusive. This is the 
completest tabular exhibit of the kind hith­ 
erto published. It is compiled from the 
meteorlogioal records of Dre. Logan and 
Hatch and the Signal Service Bureau, and 
it may be relied upon as accurate, perhaps 
with the single exception of the statement 
for the first year (IS49), when there was no 
careful observation made. An examination 
of this tabic goc3 far to demonstrate the 
correctness of the theory that the rainfall 
iu this State is governed by- laws which 
bring about a maximum and minimum fall 
generally within a cyele of seven years. 
Three such seven-year cy cles are distinctly- 
shown by the season statistics. Sometimes 
the cycle appears to be completed in six 
years. There is of course nothing like ab­ 
solute uniformity in the succession, but 
taking one year with another the general 
average sustains the theory. In the three 
first cyoles, starting with the year 1S50, the 
seventh year was that of minimum rainfall. 
In the fourth cycle the sixth year brought 
the minimum. The present is the fifth 
year of the fifth cycle, and therefore it may 
reasonably be concluded that we shall not 
have a dry season for two years more. It 
is also to be noticed that while in a few in­ 
stances the transition from abundant to 
very restricted lains has been sharp and 
sudden, the rule seems to be a gradual de­ 
cline in the ameunt of rainfall. 
Thus in 
1S53 we had 21 inches : in 1S54, 10 inches ; 
in 1S55, 14 inches, and in 1S50, 10 inches. 
In the flood season of 1S01 02 the fall was 
33 inches. The next year it descended to 
11 inches, and the minimum was reached 
the third season after the flood, when it 
fell to less than 6 inches. 
Iu 1S67-8 the fall was uearly 33 inches. 
The following season it was 17 inches. The 
next dwindled to 10 inches, and then came 
a dry year, with only 9 inches. The suc­ 
ceeding cy cle was marked by a greater 
evenness of rainfall in the first four years, 
aud a more sudden and abrupt descent. 
The figures were 23, 14, 22, 23, 20, and 9. 
The last four years have been 24, 13, 20, 
20, showing a somewhat similar evenness of 
fall, and this may be regarded as indicating 
a possibility that the present cycle will be 
oue of six years instead of seven, though 
of course all such conjectures are merely 
in the nature of guesses. But the table 
we have published certainly does warrant 
the conclusion that a comparatively dry 
year must be expected every Bixth or 
seventh year, and that such an expecta­ 
tion is not merely a superstition, but the 
natural conclusion to be derived from a 
careful Comparison of the rainfall over a 
period of thirty years. There is in fact no 
recorded instance of more than seven years 
at a time of sufficient rains, and while no 
doubt an examination of the records of a 
much larger period would be necessary to 
establi h this conclusion 33 a settled law of 
nature, the presumption that the condi­ 
tions are such as to bring about the 
changes shown iu about the periods stated, 
and with few irregularities, is certainly 
warran table. 
This tal-ie further fortifies these opinions 
by showing that the meteorology of Cali­ 
fornia is for the mo9t part remarkably uni­ 
form and regular. The months which are 
called dry are usually completely dry. The 
months in which sprinklings ot rain occur 
rarely exhibit anything more than such 
sprinklings. Thus if ave take July, Au­ 
gust and September, we find that in thirty- 
years the greatest amount of rainfall in any­ 
one month was oue inch. A similar steadi­ 
ness during the majority of the years is to 
be noted in wet mouths, the maximum aud 
minimum years being of course excepted. 
But the principal importance of these rec­ 
ords consists in the encouragement they 
afford to the belief that it is possible, with 
comparatively little risk, to predict tho ap­ 
proach of the dry years, and thus to guard 
against them in many ways. It may not 
be possible to say- whether the sixth or the 
seventh year will be one of minimum rain­ 
fall ; but so far one of these years has 
always been dry, aud in three cases out of 
four it has been the seventh year. If we 
may- judge from the past, therefore, it 
would seem safe to predict that the coming 
winter will ba one of moderate, but ettffi- 
e'ent, rainfall, aud that there will.be less 
rain than in the last season. The succeed­ 
ing season may be that of minimum rain- 
i fall, or it may- be the one preceding a dry 
ycar. In cither case the probability is that 
there will he less rain than in 1SS1 2. 
W ith this table before them our farmers 
ought to be able to study the signs of the 
weather to better purpose than heretofore. 
Of course it must be thoroughly under­ 
stood that absolute dependence cannot be 
placid upon tho records of so compara­ 
tively Ehort a period as 30 years. If we 
had the statistics of a century to guide us 
there would be no difficulty in coming to a 
determination as to the' cycle theory, but 
it must be realized that in Nature there 
are often cycles within cycles. For ex­ 
ample, i; might prove to bo the law that 
certain phenomena should persist in regu­ 
lar gradation for five or more cycles of 
seven years each, and that then an equally 
well established change should occur. The 
existence of these broader laws can only be 
discovered by the examination of much 
longer periods than we have any authentic 
record of in the present case, 
and 
therefore 
we are obliged to pro­ 
ceed very cautiously with our gen­ 
eralizations. All the knowledge at our 
disposal certainly tends to establish the 
seven-year cycle hypothesis, and as a 
working theory it will be safe enough to 
hold it until something shall occur to 
indicate the interference of laws of which 
we have had no experience thus far. If 
the ensuing season, for instance, should ho 
a dry one, it would be the first time in 
thirty years that a dry year has occurred 
on the fiith year, and therefore we are 
justified in believing that it will not be a 
minimum year. Our table presents many 
other interesting and valuable suggestions, 
and our agricultural readers will do well 
to cut it out and keep it where it will be 
easily accessible for purposes of reference 
and study.

right of secession, but in the right of the 
seceding States to appropriate the p-operty 
of the United States. There was Dot and 
conld not be any doubt as to the ownership 
of the forts in Charleston harbor. They 
bad been built and paid for with the 
money of the United States, and South 
Carolina could have no claim upon them, 
even supposing secession recognized. But 
General Scott, according to Black, seems 
to have thought that they ought to be sur­ 
rendered to South Carolina the moment 
they were demanded, and he could not 
bring himself to the point of offending his 
Southern friends by reinforcing Major An­ 
derson. Indeed when the latter moved 
from Fort Moultrie into Fort Sumter, 
Scott wauted to have him reproved sharply, 
aud but for the firm stand taken by Black 
this would have been done. Buchanan, he 
says, after much vacillation, at length 
yielded to his (Black’s) urgent representa­ 
tions, and issued the order for the rein­ 
forcement of Major Anderson. Bat Scott 
took it upon himself to keep the order in 
his pocket for two mouths, and at last,’ 
when he could no longer delay the execu­ 
tion of it, he persisted in sending the 
troops to Charleston in tho defenseless 
merchant steamer Star of the West, in­ 
stead of the frigate Brooklyn, which had 
been got ready for the work, aud which 
could not have been fired upon with im­ 
punity by the rebels. 
This is a very extraordinary story, but 
it is necessary to point out that even if all 
that Black says of Scott is true, his un­ 
faithfulness to the Union cause cannot be 
regarded as relieving Buchanan of respon­ 
sibility for the failure to reinforce the 
Charleston forts. It seems, according to 
Judge Black, that Buchanan allowed Scott 
to disobey hi3 positive orders ; allowed him 
to pocket those orders, and ignore them for 
two months ; and to the last permitted the 
General to thwart and weaken the purposes 
of the Government. Now if all this is 
true, it only serves to show, what was very 
well understood before, that President 
Buchanan was a very weak-minded n an; 
but it assuredly doe3 not make his part in 
the criéis any the less reprehensible. I t 
wa3 his plain duty to see that his orders 
were promptly and unhesitatingly obeyed, 
and if General Scott undertook to defeat 
his policy he should have suspended him 
at once, and transferred the command of 
the Federal forces to an officer in whose fi­ 
delity and obedience he could rely. In fact 
if Buchanan really was convinced that 
it was his duty to reinforce the Charleston 
forts, and nevertheless permitted Scott to 
prevent him from performing his duty, the 
fact places him in a more odiou3 and con­ 
temptible light than ever. For Judge 
Black now describes him as a man so 
utterly infirm of purpose that even when 
his convictions harmonized with what he 
clearly perceived to be bis duty, he was 
yet too weak to resist the usurpation of 
his prerogative by a subordinate whose 
purposes he well knew to be disloyal and 
sinister. In short wo do not see that 
Judge Black has succeeded at all iu reha­ 
bilitating the character of Buct anan by 
impeaching the character of Scott. He 
may have made an addition to the list of 
secessionists, buthe certainly has not effect­ 
ed the substitution at which he secai3 to 
have aimed.

THE ESCAPE OP LUPTON. 


PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


A Philadelphia journal has just pub­ 
lished a communication from Jure. S. 
Black, in which the latter, while criticising 
some statements iu Jefferson Davis' recent 
book, gives an entirely new version of the 
failure of President Buchanan to reinforce 
the forts in Charleston harbor, at tho time 
of the beginnings of rebellion. The story- 
told by Black is to the effect that Buch­ 
anan was much less a friend to the South­ 
ern secessionist» than has generally been 
supposed. That ho really believed in the 
necessity of reinforcing the Federal troops 
at Charleston, but that he was very infirm 
of purpose, and that bis evil genius on 
this momentous occasion was General 
Winfield Scott, who was responsible for 
the delays which ultimately compelled 
Major Anderson to evacuate Fort Sumter. 
According to Judg* Black, General Scott 
was a thorough believer, not duly in tho 


The escape of Lupton, the convict, from 
the Folsom prison the other day, deserves 
to be commemorated with some of the 
desperate and intrepid deeds of the famous 
prisoner* of history, for it involved an 
amount of endurance and determination 
seldom encountered in ordinary life. It 
secni3 that he plunged into the American 
river, which at that point rolls down a 
rapid and torrential stream, and as he did 
not appear again it was concluded that he 
had drowned. But in fact he had per­ 
mitted himself to be carried down the 
stream under water for about a hundred 
and fifty yards, and had then succeeded 
in gaining the edge ot the river, where he 
lay, with only his mouth and nose ont 
of the water, until nightfall. Now, 
be it remembered that tho water of the 
American river is, even at this season of 
the year, extremely cold—in fact very 
little above the temperature of ice-water ; 
and that this man resolutely temained cov­ 
ered up in this freezing water for many 
hours. It Í3 not to be wondered at that, 
when at last he thought it safe to emerge, 
he should have been so exhausted as to be 
incapable of following up his advantage, 
and that he should therefore, after all, have 
fallen into the hands of those who were 
seeking him ; but it is evident that a man 
who could submit to such suffering for the 
sake of regaining his liberty ought to be 
capable of something creditable, if his bent 
was not criminal. Certainly he haa suf­ 
fered enough iu bi3 luckless attempt at 
escape to atone for tbo offense, and he 
might well be spared any special punish­ 
ment after his retara to the prison.

T h e W o rld 's R a ilro a d s .—The lines 
of railroads iu the five divisions of tho 
earth cost in round numbers, $16,000,000,­ 
000, and would, according to Baron Kolb, 
reach eight times round the globe, although 
it is little over half a century since the first 
railroad worked by steam was ojtened be­ 
tween Darlington and Stockton, Septem­ 
ber 27, 1S25, and between Manchester and 
Liverpool, September 15, JS30. It is shown 
that in France, previous to the existence 
of railroads, there was one passenger in 
every 335,000 killed, and one out of every 
30,000 wounded; whereas between 1835 
and 1S75 thero was but ono in 1,578,890 
killed, and one in 550,450 wounded, so 
that we may infer that the tendency to ac­ 
cidents is yearly diminishing. Railroad 
traveling in England is attended with 
greater risk than iu any other country in 
Europe. A French atatistician observes 
that if a person were to live continually in 
a railroad carriage and spend all his time 
in railroad traveling, the chances in favor 
of his dying from a railroad accident would 
not occur until he was 950 years old. 
In a N ut sh e l l.—The Warp tersely 
states the slickens problem as follows : 
“ The slickens problem, so called, is a very 
simple one. If hydraulic mining is con­ 
tinued the lower country will be ruinod ; 
if it is stopped the upper country will be 
ruined. The only question for the legisla­ 
tive mind is how to continue it and atop it 
at the same time, aud ruin both.” 
An old man who had been badly hurt in 
a railroad collision, being advised to sue 
the company for damages,said : “ Wal, no, 
not for damages ; I’ve bad enough of them ;

O roville, August 7th.—J. F. Noakes, 
who murdered A. J. Crum, about three weeks 
ago, at Chico, was taken from the jail this 
morning by a posse of armed and masked 
men, and conveyed to Crum’s old place, about 
leu miles from here, on the road to Chico, 
and there hanged by the neck to the limb of 
a large oak tree. The body was first discov­ 
ered barging there early this morning by 
Sheriff Sprague, who was returning home 
from a business trip to Durham. Coroner 
Mitchell and a jury are now gone there to 
hold aa inquest and bury the body. Under 
Sheriff Patten was confined to his bed by ill­ 
ness, and jailer Knowles was the only 
psrscn at the jail. 
He wa3 awakened 
at about 2 a. jl by a knock ou the 
outer door, and in reply to his inquiry 
of “ Who’s there?” the answer was made that 
an officer from Biggs with a prisoner desired 
admission. The jailer unlocked the door, 
when it was suddenly pushed wide open and 
about fifteen masked aud armed men crowded 
into the j ailer’s room, seized and disarmed 
him, and demanded the keys of the jail, at 
the same time telling Knowles who they 
were after. Knowles refused to disclose 
where the key3 were, and the party at once 
set to wotk with tools which they brought 
with them to break open tha doors. Noakes 
was confined in one of the iron tanks, and 
the party was apparently well aware which cell 
he occupied, as they proceeded directly to it, 
having two wooden and two iron doors to force 
to reach him. This was accomplished in a 
very short time, and when His cell door was 
forced he at once surrendered without any 
show of resistance. His hands were tied 
with a rope, and he was placed in a wagon in 
waiting, with four men standing guard over 
him, and the whole party drove rapidly 
away across the river in the direction of 
Chico. Tiie whole affair was so quickly and 
quietly accomplished that no a'artu whatever 
wa3 created, and the first any of our citizens 
knew of it was the alarm given by Jailer 
Knowles after the party left. They were 
met on the roa 1 a iew miles out of town by a 
person coming in from Pences, and he said he 
judged there were forty or more in the crowd. 
Guards were stationed by them on all the 
streets leading by the Court-house while they 
were at work there. No violence whatever 
was done to Xoakes at the Court-house, aud 
it was thought nohe was done till the grand 
finale. When Sheriff Sprague discovered 
him lie was still hanging, with his hands tied 
behind him and his feet tied together with a 
rope. Your reporter has yet the first word 
to hear uttered in condemnation cf this pro­ 
cedure, the murder was so brutal and unpro­ 
voked—the murderer being a powerful man. 
over six feet in hight, while his victim was a 
small man, over 59 years of age and a cripple, 
utterly at his mercy, and was not even ac­ 
quainted with Noakes. The only provoca­ 
tion that Noakes alleged at the time was that 
Crum had made some disgraceful remark in 
reference to Noakes’ brother, but even this 
Crum utterly denied to him when he accused 
him of it; but .without another word he at 
once felled Crum with one powerful blew of 
his fist, and then proceeded to kick and pound 
him till ha killed him. None of the men con­ 
cerned in last night’s tragedy are known, and 
no oae seems to want to know who they are.

RETURN OF TEE MILITIA—AN ACCIDENT. 


The troops at Camp Brown had their final 
exercise of moment Saturday afternoon, when 
a sham-battle was engaged in. 
It took place 
in Glenbrock Park near the cainp.

ground is admirably adapted for the purpose, 
being evenly divided into woodland, hiil and 
valley. 
The attendance both from Nevada 
City and Grass Valley was very large. Busi­ 
ness in both places was nearly entirely sus­ 
pended, and the people turned out by the 
thousand to witness the promised entertain­ 
ment. 
The sham-battle was engaged in by 
the artillery and a company of infantry on 
one side and the five cjmpanies of infantry 
on the other. 
The engagement opened with 
a skirmish line throwa out by the infantry 
toward

enemy, 
supported 
by 
the 
battery 
just 
above 
on 
the fur­ 
ther bluff bank of 
the creek. 
There 
were 
successive 
advances 
and retreats, 
first one aDd the other being driven back; 
the advance of the whole line, Hanking move­ 
ments and the final gradual forcing of the 
bat'ery back into 
the woods, into which 
flanking parties and the main line moving 
direct charged, but the enemy escaped with 
the loss of a few prisoners. 
In view of the 
dangerous play indulged in two days before, 
when in sham battle, the troops were, ou this 
occasion, required to leave bayonets in camp. 
The movements were throughout very well 
executed and led a regular aimy < flicer and 
several old soldiers present to express them­ 
selves iu warm terms of praise of the action 
of the guardsmen, especially to the excel­ 
lence of the firing by battalion.

A meeting of the Directors of the State 
Agricultural Society was held at the Secre­ 
tary’s office, in this city, on Saturday after­ 
noon, at wi.ich Messrs. Larue, Newton, 
Rose, Carr, Coleman, Chase, Shippee, Fiol- 
gan and Green were prtsei-t. 
The object of 
the meeting was to take action upon matters 
in relation to the approaching State Fair. 
After discussion it was decided to offer 
gold and silver medals for the beat bicycle 
riding. 
A novel running race was added to the list 
of races, and iu which stakes are offered as 
follows : 
8160 to the horse first at the quar­ 
ter pole, 8100 to the lmr.-e first at the half­ 
mile pole, §100 to the horse first at the three- 
quarter pole, §100 to the horse first at the 
mile pole, 8100 to the horse first at the mile 
and a quarter pole, and §200 to the horse that 
wins the race. 
It was decided to present a gold medal, in 
each clsgg, to the horee making the fastest 
time. 
It was also made part of the pro­ 
gramme that each horse, in every race, shall 
be paraded in front of the stand before etart 
ing, and the name of the rider and horse an­ 
nounced to the audience.

PAYMENT REFUSED. 


The claim for $3,000 as a retainer fee, in 
favor of Mr. Cadwalader, having been passed 
by tha Board of Supervisors the latter part of 
last week, Mr. Cadwalader subsequently ap­ 
peared before Auditor Gerber, accompanied 
by his attorney, Ed. M. Martin, and asked 
for his warrant upon the Treasurer for the 
amount. 
Mr. Gerber informed him that 
there was no money in the county treasury 
with which the claim could be paid, and he 
was not satisfied that he had a right to draw 
a warrant for the amount, notwithstanding 
the B >ard had passed the claim. 
The appli­ 
cant insisting upon his warrant, the Auditor 
referred the matter to District Attorney 
Buckley, who advised him not to pay it, and 
giving as his opinion that it was not a legal 
claim, and that the Board of Supervisors were 
not warranted in allowing it. 
Mr. Buckley appeared before the Board at 
the time the claim was considered last week, 
aud called attention to the fact that in addi­ 
tion to the legal objections to the claim being 
allowed, there was no money iu the treasury 
to pay it, and that it was altogether improper 
for the B ’ard to allow* any such large claim fur 
attorney fees without first having a definite 
contract as to the amount his total fees were 
to be ; that the nature of the cases in which 
it is propone ! to embark is sucb, together with 
the indications to bo drawn by the retainer 
fee demanded, that th? c un3el fees will ulti­ 
mately amount to .$100,000, or more. 
In an­ 
swer to the question asked, whether a definite 
amount as a final fee could be determined 
until it was known whether it would go be­ 
yond the State Courts, the District Attorney 
replied that there would be ro difficulty in 
the m atter; that it could be definitely 
agreed 
that 
in each 
case the 
amount 
should 
be 
so 
much 
for 
trial 
in 
the lower Court, so much for the Supreme 
Court, and then the amount to be charged in 
case it went to the United States Supreme 
Court. 
The District Attorney urged that 
they 
owed 
this 
precaution and protec­ 
tion to the taxpayers of the county against 
subsequent enormous bills to be presented 
against the county, which is heavily in debt, 
and a moneyless treasury. 
The Board, how­ 
ever, refused the advice tendered. 
Another demand wasjnade upon the Au­ 
ditor, subsequent to the one above referred 
to, for his warrant for the $3,COO, but it was 
again refused, and thus the case remains at 
present.

The President's C on d itio n . 
W ash in gton , Augubt 7th—8 p. m.—The 
President has been comfortable duriDg the 
day, although his temperature began to rise 
earlier than yesterday, and rose almost as 
high. At 12:30 r. M. his pulee was 104, tem­ 
perature 100, respiration 20. 
A t 7 P. M. his 
pulse was 104, temperature 101.2, respiration 
20. Nevertheless, he has been able to take 
nourishment as usual. 
He has had several 
refreshing naps during the day. The dis­ 
charge of pus has been liberal, and is healthy 
in character.

[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, August 7th.—The day at the 
Executive Mansion has probably been the 
quietest since the President was wounded. 
There was some comment about the city re­ 
garding the information contained in the 
morniDg bulletin, the language of which was 
that the President was in good condition, al­ 
though the effects of febrile disturbance of 
yesterday were still slightly perceptible in 
pulse and temperature. This wag construed 
by many as indicative of unfavorable symp­ 
toms, but the general public accepted it as 
reassuring, consequently there were few in­ 
quires at the Executive Mansion. The fact 
tba'. fever existed at 12:30 was not gen­ 
erally known, 
inasmuch 
as 
there was 
no 
bulletin 
issued, 
the 
information 
be'mg 
privately 
obtained 
from 
the 
attending surgeons, who, while admitting 
that the fever has continued all day, as is 
shown by the evening bulletin, do not appear 
to desire to converse more than is necessary 
on the subject, thereby leaving the public to 
form its own conclusion as to the cause of the 
continued high pulsa and temperature. It is 
intimated that there are indications of the 
formation of another pus cavity, but it3 di­ 
rect location baa not been ascertained. Pro­ 
fessor Bell being absent from the city, his 
tssi-Ja i*, Mr. Tain'.or, was called to the man­ 
sion late this afternoon to consult with the 
surgeons regarding the use of the electric 
probe, and he was requested to bring a two- 
cells battery to the mansion to-morrow morn­ 
ing. Should it be determined to use the in­ 
strument at this time it will probably be for 
the purpose of ascertaining the exact course 
of the wound from the suiface of the body to 
the spot where the bill is lodged, and if pos­ 
sible discover whether there is a pus cavity, 
and, if so, its exact location. The electric 
probe is a flexible tube about 12 or 14 inches 
long, through which a fine flexible wire runs. 
The Irl h Convention at Chicago. 
Chicago, August 7th.—The Convention of 
Irishmen was somewhat delayed to-day by 
reasons which are variously given. One ac­ 
count says there was a disturbance as to the 
custody of the 8100,000 skirmishing fund. 
Another report, and one well authenticated, 
is that the Convention will not adjourn be­ 
fore Wednesday, owiDg to charges made by 
the well-known J. Cunan Keegan, who al­ 
leges that he knew West in Ireland and that 
he was a detective connected with the Irish 
c.mstabulary, and was once discharged from 
this position ; that West’s father and hrother 
were disreputable citizens, and that West has 
been here some time in connection with the 
work 
of 
ferreting out 
the slayer 
of 
Lord Leitrim. 
Keegan’s statements are 
denied and branded as unreliable by most if 
not all the delegates. 
The Western Associated Press reporter in­ 
terviewed West, who is a fine-looking and 
plain speaking man. He gave a straight­ 
forward denial to Keegan’s story. He says 
he was born in America, and never had been 
ont of it. Ithode Island is bis native State. 
He was baptized in the Providence Cathe­ 
dral, and has been a constant and active par­ 
tisan of the Irish cause from boyhood. 
His 
fidelity to Ireland wa3 never before ques­ 
tioned. He says Keegan’s motive in this 
attack is to gain notoriety. It was decided 
by some of the prominent members to­ 
day that extra precautions would be taken to­ 
morrow as to the character of those admitted 
into the Convention, and that everybody 
should show his credentials and lay bare his 
history iu the Irish cause. 
Some members 
favor action looking toward a cessation of 
active attacks against Etgband, and favor 
going down among the people and using tiie 
skirmishing fund to induce the United Irish­ 
men of Great Britain and Ireland to come 
into that Union on equal terms.

T h at M j.te r lo n s Ir ish C on ven tion . 
C h icago, August Gth.—The Convention of 
Irishmen continued their session throughout 
the day and evening, and at t idnigbt they 
are still sitting with hermetically sealed 
doors. To-night the first really reliable in­ 
formation is given out. The Rev. Dr. George 
C. Bette, of St. Louis, is Chairman of the 
meeting, and Mr. Hines, of Chicago, who 
was reported as being Chairman, says he is 
not even a member, bat is consulting attor­ 
ney. Delegates are present (under assumed 
names) from Glasgow, Cork, Dublin and sev­ 
eral English cities. The gathering has been 
engaged to-night in selecting a governing 
body, who shall prescribe the mode of pro­ 
ceeding fcr the future, and call a Convention 
of Irishmen from every part of the world, 
to be held at some point not given out yet, 
in the year 1882, upon the anniversary of the 
date when the Grattan volunteers obtained a 
victory for Irish independence. The gather­ 
ing will, it is expected, be the most important 
and decisive of any in the history of the Irish 
race. 
B n lld tn g B oom In \c iv Y ork, 
N ew Y obk, August Cth.—The rage for 
building that has set in with the opening of 
this year, and is still continued without 
abatement, is without precedent. 
In the 
city of New York the amount of capital be 
ing converted into brick, mortar and stone is 
827,469,220, as against 816.900,015 at the 
same date for last year. 
In considering 
these figures it should be remembered that 
1880, when the boom in rents began, was also 
a great building year. The cost and magnifi­ 
cence cf the private residences being erected 
this year have never been excelled in this 
city, except, perhaps, by the A. T. Stewart 
mansion and the residences built by the Van­ 
derbilts last year. 
Madison, Fifth and Lex­ 
ington avenues seem to be the favorite loca­ 
tions for these expensive houses. 
A D rndly T h u n d erb olt. 
Charleston (S. C.), August 6th.—A letter 
from the western part of Darlington county, 
S. C., gives an account of a terrible and ex­ 
traordinary casualty from lightning.

Thursday afternoon a group of twenty men, 
all white road hands, were standing close to 
the home of J. W. Olyburn, near Harts- 
ville, when a stroke of lightning killed four 
and wounded ten of the number. 
Five of 
the wounded are desperately hurt and may 
die. There was no storm at the time, thongh 
a heavy rain fell shortly afterwards.

W ash in g ton, August Cth —Heap. Charge 
d’Affaires of the United States Legation at 
Coastantinople, writes the Department of 
State that the Turkish decree against the 
importation of American pork in the Otto­ 
man dominions has passed into oblivion, and 
became virtually a dead letter. A large con­ 
signment of American hams which arrived 
shortly after the decree was issued, after 
passing Custom-house inspection and paying 
duties, was entered for consumption.

“ I think, V est,” said Senator Bntler 
the other day, “ th at the story you tell 
about th at fellow in Richmond, who went 
to have his picture taken, is about tbe best 
you can get o ff; let’s have it.” 
“ W ell,” said the humorous little Sena­ 
tor from Missouri, “ we had a man by the 
name of Peter W ilkes, who was elected to 
the Confederate Congress from the Spring­ 
field (Mo.) district, and he came down to 
the scat of Government with the air of a 
W ebster about him, and just looked and 
talked for all the world as if the entire re­ 
sponsibility of the cause rested on his indi­ 
vidual shoulders. 
I knew him at home, 
and hence was spared the anxiety of being 
distnrbed about his greatness. 
I t was not 
long before the close of the war, when 
Garland and I were walking down Grace 
street, and Peter ran into us. 
H e had a 
benign smile on hi3 face, and I knew he 
had been engaged in some agreeable sport. 
Coming up to us, he said : ‘ Vest, I’ve been 
down street here to a photographer’s. Got 
a card from him the other day, asking me 
to call and sit for a picture. 
He wants to

there pretending to take historic pictures ?

‘“ So I ’ve heard. V est,’ he said. 
“ Well, Peter didn’t stop any longer than 
it took him to say ‘My God!’ and in two 
minutes he was ju st out of sight. 
T hat 
evening lie came rushing into my rcom 
w ith: ‘Vest, you’ve done me a great fax or, 
and I’ll remember it to my dying day.’ 
“ ‘ Find your man, Peter?’ 
“ ‘ Yon bet I did. 
The il—d rascal had 
th at machine of his in the back room, and 
was oiling me up. 
I just went up to him 
with this trusty six-shooter (it was about a 
yard long), and put it to his ear, and says I, 
‘ Shell o u t!' W ell he shelled kind o’ lively 
like, and I mashed it into a thousand 
pieces. 
No Federal gallery in mine!’ 
“ W ell, when the surrender came, Peter 
was under the conviction th at the whole 
Federal Government had combined to cap­ 
ture him, and he set out for California on 
foot.

The Philadelphia Telegraph's Rome let­ 
ter says : W hat a mystery Í3 his connec­ 
tion with the Princess of Dolgourouki! 
And the mystery continues to enshroud her 
now, after his death. 
The news we get 
through the journals 
íb mostly manu­ 
factured. 
She has never left Russia, and 
some Russians will calmly Bay th at she has 
gone mad. 
I t appears also thas she was 
never married at all to the Emperor. 
All 
the pretty scenes with the present Empress 
were fabricated, as well as the story of the 
marriage, in order to promote such an 
event, for it was hoped through her influ­ 
ence he might be persuaded to abdicate. 
The poor Emperor ! 
He would do none of 
the acts th at would have saved his life— 
would not abdicate, nor give a constitution, 
nor make war with Turkey. 
One whom I 
know, who was greatly wroDged by the late 
Emperor, says ho died a hero. 
His con­ 
science would not allow him to abdicate, 
nor to give tbe constitution ; bis loyalty to 
the league of the three Emperors forbade 
the Turkish invaeion. 
His assassination 
is, as the other Imperial violent deaths in 
Russia, a conspiracy of the palace, 
A 
pure close question of politics ordered the 
crime. 
He was not strangled by his 
friends, but the plans of Nihilists were al­ 
lowed to have their way—ho was simply 
left unprotected. 
He left no constitution ; 
th at has also been fabricated. 
And if the 
Princess Dolgourouki cares for life and for 
the position of widow of the dead Em­ 
peror, she can have it, but on hard condi­ 
tions. The reported marriage will be made 
true by a decree of Alexander il l. if she 
will consent to go into exile with her chil­ 
dren. 
Not an open, avowed exile, but a 
virtual one. 
She will be sent to one of 
those wild, desert, eastern provinces of the 
Volga, inhabited only by wandering tribes 
of half-savages, or to the gloomy regions 
of the Ural. 
A great palace will be built 
for her, and she will have a court about 
her—all the luxury and splendor she may 
desire, bnt far away from civilization ; and 
every grandeur th at surrounds her will 
be hollow and meaningless. 
Is life worth 
having on such terms to snch a woman ? If 
she refuses this offer she will die in a mad­ 
house, although she may be as sane as you 
or I, and her children will also disappear. 
She played for high stakes and is ruined.. 
The royal families of Europe are entering 
a dark and shadowed period. 
No wonder 
the weak and delicate women of royal race 
;o under. 
The 
hereditary Princess of 
enmark died on March 31st, a raving 
maniac ; for days she believed th at she 
was surrounded by N ihilists; and the 
health of the poor Queen of Denmark is 
most uncertain. 
Ten years ago, when she 
was in Rome, she was sucha happy mother 
and wife. All her matrimonial cards among 
her children had turned up trumps. 
And 
now each grandeur is a terror. How happy 
are we in oar favored land of America ! To 
be sure, Plutocracy ia now our scourge and 
curse, but, luckily, wealth has wings ; and 
he who glorifies himself over his riches may 
be a beggar to-morrow, and most certainly 
his grandchildren will not enjoy his wealth.
